THE Red drums continue to roll 
out 
their 
message

smashing of Hitler’s greatest bat 
tle-llne and still more of the house 
that Adolf built on the Medlterran 
ean sands has collapsed over the 
weekend, but we shouldn’t let 
these events in neighboring Europe 
blind us to the significance of 
.Gen. MacArthur’* brilliant coup in 
the capture of the Jap base of Lae 
on the fetid island of New Guinea 
half way round the globe. 
As (he crystal ball reads, the 
conquest of Lae and its brother 
base at Salamaua presages impor­ 
tant developments in the near fu 
ture. I think we can begin to look 
for another big naval and air en 
gagement to grow out of the pres 
ant situation. 
Further indication that we are 
witnessing the beginning of a new 
phase of Allied offensive in the 
South Pacific is seen in the attack 
by strong American naval forces 
at the week-end on Tarawa island 
In the Gilbert group and on Naura 
island west of the Gilberts. The 
waters of the South Pacific are 
beginning to boil. 


JIDENT ROOSEVELT in his 
message 
to congress 
called 
pointed attention to the fact that 
the position “has become a threat 
od our part against the Japanese 
in the seas that lie north of the 
Solomons 
and 
north 
of 
New 
Guinea.” 
MacArthur having personally di 
rscted this fresh operation against 
New Guinea, part of the time from 
a Flying Fortress over the amok 
lng-hot jungles, also has said that 
the Lae victory is a serious blow 
to the Japs. 
“With God's help, we are making 
our way back,” he said in a spe­ 
cial announcement. He of course 
had reference to the Philippines, 
which he bas sworn to redeem.

that’s 
strong 
testimony, 
coming as it does from the com* 
mender * in - chief in Washington, 
and his captain in the Far Pacific, 
and the significance of it is this: 
The New Guinea coast on which 
Lae is situated, lies close to the 
island of New Britain where the 
Japs have their powerful base of 
Rabaul. This base is the key to all 
the islands which they bold in the 
New Guinea and Solomons area.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 — Gen. 
George C. Marshall warned con­ 
gress today against “dimming the 
power” of great Allied offensives 
by forbidding the drafting of fath­ 
ers.

When it does it’s likely to fairly 
well settle the naval argument out 
side Japan’s home waters where 
they are holding the main fleet as 
a vital protection for their tiny 
island kingdom.

It isn’t unlikely that the offen 
give which is growing steadily in 
the southwest Pacific may be co­ 
ordinated with the projected drive 
against Burma.

NAZI OFFICEJIS UNITE 
FOR RUHR'S DEFEAT 


‘Union’ Formed Af/Moscow 


From Red Prison Camps

MOSCOW, Sept. 20—A “union of 
German officers” was formed here 
Sept. IS by some more than IOO 
generals and other officers from 
five Russian priioner-of-war camps. 
it was announced today, with the 
aim of bringing about the down­ 
fall of the Hitler regime and the 
establishments of a “free, peace 
ful und independent” Germany. 
Calling themselves the “generals 
and officers of the Sixth German 
Stalingrad army.” they told their 
countrymen and army that Germany 
facet worse isolation than in 1918 
and added, “continuation of the 
senseless, futile war might any 
day cause a national catastrophe.” 
The union, they said, will be part 
of the previously-formed “National 
Committee 
of 
Free 
Germany” 
which has been Increased In Bise. 
Finland, Hungary and Rumania, 
they declared, are certain to fall 
out of the war soon, proving that 
Germany has lost the war and only 
Hitler and his regime are to blame. 
“It is now necessary to save all 
Germany,” they said. 
The appeal was drawn up at a 
meeting in Moscow attended by 
General of Artillery Walter von 
Seldllts,

Alexander 
Elder von Daniels and Generals 
Otto Hordes and Martin Latman 
In addition to IOO other officers, 
including Walter Meyer, leader of 
an 88 death’s head division.

Their exaot nature was not dis­ 
closed but the assumption is that 
they were spearheaded by carrier- 
borne torpedo and dive-bombers 
such as raided Marcus Island to the 
northwest Sept. I. 
Strong Pacific ocean area forc­ 
es today conducted a heavy raid on 
the Japanese bases on Tarawa is­ 
land in the northern Gilbert group 
and on Nauri island to the weet of 
the Gilbert group,” eaid a communi­ 
que Issued by Admiral Chester W. 
Nimltz, commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific fleet.

MOSKOW, Sept. 20—Red anay 
troops under Gen. Andrei Yere­ 
menko, hero of tke Battle of Stal­ 
ingrad, cracked the gateway to 
Smolensk an the central Russian 
front over the week-end es the 
Soviet advance shifted into high 
gear all along the active 600-mile 
battle line, a Russian communique 
announced. 
Victory guns boomed in Mosco 
again as Russian troops drew near 
er to Smolensk and Kiev, two great 
bastions on the Dnieper river. 
In the north the Red ermy mov 
ed to within 30 miles of Smolensk, 
capturing Dukhovschina, while an 
other Soviet column, striking down 
the railroad from Neshin. was only 
42 miles from Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine. 
Smolensk, queen city of White 
Russia, was one of the first ma­ 
jor Russian cities to fall in the 
initial German advance in 1941 
and although it was reduced to 
rubble, its radiating railroad line# 
to Poland and the Baltic states 
made it a major German base 
RosFavl, to the eouth, also to 
menaced by the Red army, which, 
the Soviet communique said, storm 
ed across the Desna river, major 
tributary of the Dnieper, to capture 
Dubrovka, 32 miles to the south­ 
east, In an advance of nine miles 
during which IOO villages were 
taken. 
Other army units advancing west­ 
ward from Bryansk took 300 towns, 
including Trubchevsk, in a drive 
of 12 miles, the bulletin added. 
The entire southern flank of the 
German army, including the great 
forces concentrated in the Crimea, 
was endangered by the Soviet drive 
along the Sea of Asor from Mariu­ 
pol toward Melitopol.

New Talk Of Balkan Assault 


Stirred As Ships Steam 


Up Waters Of Aegean

LONDON, Sept. 20—An Allied 
war fleet was reported steaming 
up the Aegean sea off the west 
coast of Turkey today, stirring 
new talk of an Imminent lunge 
into the Balkans. 
Italian refugees reaching Turkey 
reported the presence of the large 
concentration of war vessels and 
London morning newspapers quot­ 
ed them as saying Allied forces 
have occupied the island of Cas 
telrosso, most southerly of the Do­ 
decanese group four miles from the 
Turkish coast and 90 miles east 
of Rhodes. 
Other Occupation* Reported 
These refugee reports ware link­ 
ed In London with similar accounts 
of Allied occupation of the islands 
of Samos, Lero and Cos (Coo), all 
in the Dodecanese north of Rhodes, 
and with the reported departure of 
Britain’s Ninth army from Middle 
East bases. 
Rhodes itself, largest Island In 
the group, was reported last weak 
to be under German control after 
the Nazis overcame the Italian 
garrison in several days of bloody 
fighting. 
Claanup Of Maxis Du* 
Refugees estimated that $5,000 
Italians on Rhodes wars out-man­ 
euvered and crushed by 1,000 Gap 
mao, supported, 
from German-held Crete Id th# 
southwest. 
An early cleanup of all German 
forces In the Dodecanese chain 
anticipated Ut London.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 
20—The Allied Fifth army has seized control of the south side 
of the Bay of Naples by capturing all the commanding heights 
of Sorrento peninsula, Allied headquarters announced today. 
Already padlocked on the seaward side by the occupation 
of the islands of Capri, Ischia and Procida on either aide of 
the bay, Italy’s second largest port thereby came tinder th# 
gaze of Allied soldiers across 12 miles of water and within 
range of “ Long Tom” artillery. 
Easily within artillery range also are the Italian naval base cf 
Castellate in are. recently bombarded by the British navy, and th* key 
railway town of Torre Annunciate, both in tbs lower elbow of tbs bay* 
Smoking Vesuvius rose but IO mile* from the Allied mountain post* 
tlons 
Reports from tbs Salerno area indicated battle casualties were 
not so high as bad been feared at first. 
While troops occupied the peninsula stretching SS mils* west et 
Salerno, other parts of the Fifth army slashed eastward and nortite 
ward from their Salerno beach-head In the Mootaoorvtno and Battipag- 
lie sectors where the Germans apparently are making a full-scale re* 
treat under a merciless air lashing reminiscent of the days when the 
British were trying to get out of Greece under the blows of the Null 
air force.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20—Spec­ 
ulation over a possible sbake-up in 
the army high command was Re­ 
vived today in the wake of an ed­ 
itorial in the authoritative but un­ 
official Army and Navy Journal 
which declared that "powerful In­ 
terests” would like to eliminate 
Gen. George C. idWrshall from the 
Washington scene. 
There have been recurring re 
ports for several months that 'Mar­ 
shall, who has been chlef-of-staff 
since 1939, might be sent to Eu­ 
rope 
as 
commander-in-chief 
of 
Allied forces in that theater. 
These reports, emanating from

London 
and 
Washington, 
mentioned 
several

cessors for the top-ranking post 
which he now holds, including Gen.

He laid down a four-point pro­ 
gram for the proposed new Italy— 
taking up arms to fight side by side 
with the Germans and Japanese;

“annihilation of the parasitic plu­ 
tocracies.” 
The Berlin radio broadcast the 
speech and said Mussolini was 
making it over the National Fascist 
radio, established as an organ of 
the setup in northern, German-oc­ 
cupied Italy after the government 
of Marshal Pietro Badoglio sur­ 
rendered. 
The voice sounded old and care­ 
worn. It was quiet, devoid of the 
ranting which characterized Mus­ 
solini’s harangues from the Rome 
balcony.

But he’s up against a problem: 
The treasury and administration 
have set their heart on upping the 
federal Income tax a few more 
staggering billions. Congress, Just 
back from fingering the pulse of 
a tax-groggy public. Is In no mood 
to toy with the kind of epidemic 
which may be just around the cor­ 
ner at next year’s voting booth. 
The disease is a mania for mak­ 
ing ex-congressmen out of present 
incumbents and nobody knows the 
symptoms better than the men in 
office. 
What they’re saying now is that 


voters, mostly In the white collar 
income brackets, are being knocked 
tax-daffy; that 
they 
can’t take 
much more without upsetting the 
whole U. S. economy. 
On the other hand, the econo­ 
mists are aware that we are hard­ 
ly holding our own In the battle 
against inflation. 
Most of the economists, at least, 
are agreed that the two most 
potent weapons against Inflation 
are taxation and forced savings: 
testation to skim off the cream of 
excess spending power—forced sav­ 
ings to spread it out over the lean 
years that are bound to come. 
In the breach, 'between these two 
spearheads, stands kindly, hard­ 
working Judge Vinson.

How successful he Is going to be 
remains to be seen. Congress will 
have to be sold on upping their 
tax sights; the treasury on lower­ 
ing its revenue hopes; and the pub­ 
lic on the overall program.

ONLY 5 percent of the American public object 
to the almost total absence of stockings on 
th* legs of the nation’s women and girls. They 
are losing money. 
Th* other 95 percent are enthusiastic about 
the wartime custom of going without stockings. 
They are in the business of making various leg 
camouflage preparations—and lf they never see 
another stocking It will be too soon. They are 
working now on something that can be rubbed on 
the legs to keep them warm when the tempera­ 
ture drops. 
If the American people have their way, some­ 
thing may be done soon to eliminate socks for 
men. Four women out of five are in favor of this. 
They give as their reason that they are tired 
of darning socks for their husbands and sons. 
or that they do not relish the prospect. How­ 
ever. Av* men out of six take a substantially dif­ 
ferent point of view. Instead of less socks, they 
want more socks. A typical sock wearer 39 years 
old, a pre-Pearl Harbor father, member of the 
social security system and essentially employed 
In a widget factory making anoodles for w an ­ 
gle* says: “In wartime it is more necessary than 
ever that I have feet on the tops of my socks 
to relieve nervous tension on my war-vital Job. 
I would like to give fill* message Lo the American 
people—a sock on the foot is worth two on the 
noae." 
What America wants now In the way of some­ 
thing to give the appearance of a stocking with­ 
out being a stocking—a desire shared by men 
and women—is a cheap, practical preparation that 
can be applied like quick-drying enamel that will 
dry with a glossy sheen. “I like my girl’s legs 
to look slick,” Is Harry Rlst’s way of putting It. 
Harry la 23 and classified 4-F as the result of 
being dropped on his head when young. 
A separate poll conducted among manufacturers 
of leg camouflage indicates that lf this is what 
America wants it la what America will get. Man­ 
ufacturers have plan* for a fool-proof decalcoman­ 
ia that will make it possible for a girl who never 
owned a pair of etockinga in her life to transfer 
a startling lifelike Imitation of a runner on her 
painted leg.

publicans

nominee at this time, nevertheless 
when pitted against Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in a presidential “trial 
heat,” he runs as strong a race as 
Wendell Wlltkie and nearly as 
strong a race aa Thomas E. Dewey 
This fact is revealed in a nation 
wide institute survey in which * 
cross-section of voters of all par 
ties from coast to coast were pre­ 
sented with this question.

Arthur on the Republican ticket 
how do you think you would v o te r 
The result is:

Similar “trial heats” were con­ 
ducted last month pitting Roose­ 
velt against Dewey and against 
WilTkie. Gen. MacArthur’* relative 
strength as a candidate against 
Roosevelt can be seen by compar­ 
ing the above vote with the follow­ 
ing:

Dissatisfaction and the perennial striving 
tor special advantage that all governments must 
deal 'with. ar*' being dealt with systematically 
and with regard to the relative value of the 
claims advanced. The nation and the government 
are In a state of reasonable balance. America 
la poised to perform the duty which It ha# won 
the right to perform by destiny—to repudiate ag 
gresslon and exert Its own unprecedented In­ 
fluence thereafter tor human society governed 
by the principles of equal opportunity for all men. 


The Salerno Touch 
-pH B RE was no stopping point on the beach a t 
* 
Salerno. Men fought until they could fight 
no more — and then they fought some more. 
T hat’s the way battle* are won. 
Here at home, the Third W ar Loan campaign 
baa left some civilians weary long before the 
goal has been reached. Vast quantities of Bonds 
have been sold, but vast quantities remain to 
be sold. There’e no time to stop and let someone 
else do the rest.

The Real Italy 
RUNNING like a 
bright thread through the

A Soldier Fights For Honor Alone, And It’s Up 


To Us Here At Home To Perpetuate That Belief

x x THAT can we do who do not 
VV share their danger for the 
men upon Salerno beach? 
We oan give them our work, our 
things, 
our 
confidence 
through 
thick and thin, the affection of our 
hearts which holds them always 
close and present in our minds. 
Yet there is something else, and 
unless we can give that, too, we 
fail them and rob them and deny 
them. 
That 
som ething 
else, 
w ithout 
which their salt will lose its savor, 
is to keep forever strong and cer­ 
tain the m ea n ly of their deeds. 
W e are resolved, we say, to 
learn from our failures in the 
other great war of our generation. 
If eo, then first of all let us be 
sure we realise that the root of 
our failure was that so quickly we 
forgot, and then were so willing 
to diminish and degrade the mean­ 
ing of the cause In which our men 
fought and died. 
* There Ie surcease from pain abd 
what Is destroyed Is rebuilt and 
grief la accepted. 
Nothing is so terrible in war as 
tho Ignorance and Ingratitude with 
which we allowed ourselves to be­ 
lieve and priggishly to teach In 
our schools and declare in con­ 
tos that the ordeal of Batteau 
wood and St. Mlhlel and the Ar­ 
gonne—their pain and destruction 
and th* grief—were futile and of 
no ava^L 


pOR however the soldier may 
put It, however much he may 
shun fin* words, whatever even 
h* may think bs thinks when he is 
asked about it, a soldier fights for 
one thing only and only with that 
thing can he be repaid. 
He fights for honor, which is the 
short name for an that cannot be 
meaeured in dollar*, in votes, in 
hours of pleasure. 
You cannot pay a soldier in dol­ 
lars, In votes, in hours of plea­ 
sure, or In any other tangible 
thing because those are the very 
things he gives up. 
He has n ot been paid at all in 
tho only coin which Is good st Sa­ 
lerno unless, w hether he falls or 
comes baok, be hee not suffered In 
vain. 
That is what Lincoln knew and 
said upon the battlefield of Gettys­ 
burg. 
And that is what Parietal 
said 2,000 yeart before Lincoln to 
the people of Athene. 
And that la what ail th* true 
leaden* in this war have known, 
that the only Incentive and the 


only reward they can give to men 
who go into battle is the conscious­ 
ness that they are living greatly 
and lf they perish they die in 
glory. 


T HAT is the obligation of those 
who w ait a t home for those 
who have gone to the wars. 
Let none who have husbands, 
sons, lovers, friends in the battle 
be patient with any one who would 
degrade, who would make trivial, 
or would exploit for his own profit 
o r prejudice or advantage, 
the 
meaning of their deeds. 
All the other things th at have to 
ba done must, of course, be done, 
each man giving w hat he can and 
serving when he Is wanted. 
B ut doing the duty of a citizen 
it not enough. Beyond the call of 
duty there la the call of honor, 
and for the nation honor la the 
value which Is beyond all price. 
“There no h earts grew faint,”

of wealth. 
“All these they put aside to 
atrike a blow for the city. Count­ 
ing the quest to avenge h er honor 
aa the m ost glorious of all ven­ 
tures, and leaving hope, the uncer­ 
tain goddess, to tend them what 
she would, they faced the foe as 
they drew near him in the strength 
of their own manhood; and when 
the shock of battle came, they 
chose rath er to suffer th e u tter­ 
m ost than to win life by weak­ 
ness.

The nation’s finances in the war 
yeara were almost a farce aa IS 
independent 
colonies 
bickered. 
Some charged that M assachusetts, 
having started the war, v a l try­ 
ing to pass the cost to her neigh­ 
bors. 
There was no national treasury. 
no credit. 
The Continental con­ 
gress had no power to levy taxes 
on the people who had revolted 
against unjust taxation. 
The states were slow to pro­ 
vide for the requisition* of con­ 
gress and then It was difficult to 
get money because collection meth­ 
ods were inefficient. 
On the brlpk of disaster, con­ 
gress 
named

dent of finance 
He stabilized (he currency, a na 
tioual bank was created, arrears 
were collected from the states, and 
loans engineered from France and 
Spain. 
At the beginning of the war. 
fighting 
Americans outnumbered 
the British two to one. but fan­ 


tastic financing helped prolong the 
conflict 
History repeated when th* W ar 
between 
the 
States 
started 
in 
1861. Uncertain financing was the 
rule north and south. 
Soon a meal In Richmond cost 
975, aa bond attar bond burst from 
central and loos] treasuries. 
In the north, congress taxed lux­ 
uries, incomes, corporation earn­ 
ings, and directly taxed th e land. 
Greenbacks 
were 
Issued 
which 
were worth one-third their nomin­ 
al value at w ar’s end. 
Finally, in desperation, the fed­ 
eral government resorted to high 
interest 
loans 
rather 
than 
to 
heavy taxes, and the banking house 
of Jay Cooke, financier of the 
Civil War, floated federal bonds 
at liberal commissions. 
Cooke organized “bond drives” 
from 
Boston 
to San 
Francisco, 
heaped profits for the risk. 
When World W ar I engulfed 
America, the nation had started 
learning its lesson. 
W ith 5,700,000 men under arms, 
the m ajor burden of expanse dur­ 
ing the war years was met by sale 
of Interest-bearing securities, Lib­ 
erty Bonds. 
Instead of selling through syn­ 
dicates at generous commissions, 
the government sold to ordinary 
citizens 
In 
banks, 
movies 
and 
churches. 
Including the 1919 Victory Loan, 
five blocks of bonds totaling |21,- 
488,120,500 were sold. 
Again, in 
World 
War II, the 
government has turned to the sale 
of small bonds as a major method 
of meeting costs.

IiOan is 515.000.000.000. two billion 
more than the Second War Loan, 
six billion more than the first. 
The first loan was oversubscribed 
by four billion dollars, the second 
by five and a half billion.

It Is the mortal foe of 
every deposit, every insurance pol­ 
icy and every war bond.” 
But he’s up against a problem: 
The treasury and administration 
have set their heart on upping the 
federal income tax a few more 
staggering billions. Congress, Just 
back from fingering the pulse of 
a tax-groggy public, is in no mood 
to toy with the kind of epidemic 
which may be just around the cor­ 
ner a t next year’s voting booth. 
The disease is a mania for mak­ 
ing ex-congressman out of present 
Incunrbents and nobody knows the 
symptoms better than the men in 
office. 
W hat they’re saying now is that 


voters, mostly In the white collar 
Income brackets, are being knocked 
tax-daffy; th at 
they 
can’t 
take 
much more without upsetting the 
whole U. S. economy. 
On the other hand, the econo­ 
mists are aware that we are hard 
ly holding our own in the battle 
against inflation. 
Most of the economists, at least, 
are agreed 
that 
the two most 
potent weapons against inflation 
are taxation and forced savings: 
taxation to skim off the cream of 
excess spending power—forced sav 
ings to spread it out over the lean 
years that are bound to come. 
In the breach, between these two 
spearheads, stands 
kindly, hard 
working Judge Vinson. 
It’s up to him to bring off a com 
promise — a fusion of the two 
forces, without a m ajor political 
disaster on one hand or a major 
economic one on the other. 
How successful he is going to be 
rem ains to be seen. Congress will 
have to be sold on upping their 
tax sights; the treasury on lower 
lng its revenue hopes; and the pub­ 
lic on the overall program.

OST of us like to be discoverers. We have

ONLY 5 percent of the American public object 
to the alm ost total absence of stockings on 
the legs of the nation’s women and girls. They 
are losing money. 
The other 95 percent are enthusiastic about 
the w artim e custom of going without stocking*. 
They are in the business of making various leg 
camouflage preparations—and if they never see 
another stocking it will be too soon. They are 
working now on something that can be rubbed on 
the legs to keep them warm when the tem pera­ 
ture drops. 
If the American people have their way, some­ 
thing may be done soon to eliminate socks for 
men. Four women out of five are in favor of this. 
They give as their reason that they are tired 
of darning socks for their husbands and sons. 
or that they do not relish the prospect. How­ 
ever, five men out of six take a substantially dif­ 
ferent point of view. Instead of less socks, they 
want more socks. A typical sock w earer 39 year* 
old, a pre-Pearl Harbor father, member of the 
social security system and essentially employed 
in a widget factory making snoodles for w a n ­ 
gles says: “In wartime it is more necessary than 
ever that I have feet on the tops of my socks 
to relieve nervous tension on my war-vital Job. 
I would like to give this message to the American 
people—a sock on the foot is worth two on the 
nose.” 
W hat America wants now in th* way of some­ 
thing to give the appearance of a stocking with­ 
out being a stocking—a desire shared by men 
and women—is a cheap, practical preparation that 
can be applied like quick-drying enamel that will 
dry with a glossy sheen. “I like my girl’s legs 
to look slick,” is H arry R lst’s way of putting IL 
Harry is 23 and classified 4-F as the result of 
being dropped on his head when young. 
A separate poll conducted among manufacturers 
of leg camouflage indicates that lf this is what 
America wants it is what America will get. Man­ 
ufacturers have plana for a fool-proof decalcoman­ 
ia that will make It possible for a girl who never 
owned a pair of stockings in her life to transfer 
a startling lifelike Imitation of a runner on her 
painted leg. F urther post-war plans oall for leg 
camouflage that will wringle and sag like real 
stockings.

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 20— 
One of the highlights of the politi­ 
cal situation today is the eurpris- 
| ing popular strength of Gen. Doug- 
; las MacArthur as a candidate for 
president. 
Although the 63-year-old general, 
■who has never aspired to political 
office, is not the top choice of Re­ 
publicans 
as 
their 
presidential 
nominee at this time, nevertheless 
when pitted against Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in a presidential “trial 
heat,” he runs as strong a race as 
Wendell Winkle and nearly as 
strong a race as Thomas E. Dewey. 
This fact is revealed in a nation­ 
wide institute survey in which a 
cross-section of voters of all par­ 
ties from coast to coast were pre­ 
sented with this question. 
“I/ the Presidential election were 
being held TODAY, and Roosevelt 
were running for President on the 
Democratic ticket 
against 
Mac- 
Arthur on the Republican ticket, 
how do you think you would vote?” 
The result is: 
Roosevelt................................. 58% 
M acA rthur............................. 42 
Similar "trial heats” were con­ 
ducted last month pitting Roose­ 
velt against Dewey and against 
Willkie. Gen. MacArthur’® relative 
strength as a candidate against 
Roosevelt can be seen by compar­ 
ing the above vote with the follow­ 
ing: 
Roosevelt ................................59% 
Winkle ...................... .......... 41 
Roosevelt............................ 55% 
D ew ey.....................................45 
When President Roosevelt was 
elected for a third term in 1940, 
he received 55 percent of the major 
party vote. 
Although Roosevelt o u t p o l l s 
Dewey, Willkie and MacArthur at 
present, his advantage is not as 
great as the percentages would 
seem to Indicate. 
▲ Democratic candidate to be 
elected president must normally 
have about 52 percent of the ma­ 
jor party vote in order to win in 
the electoral college. 
This Is be 
cause the overwhelming popular 
majorities rolled up by the Demo­ 
crats In the South do not Increase 
the electoral vote count, which is 
figured on a stat ©-by-state basis 
and not on a national basis 
Grover Cleveland, the Democratic 
candidate In 1888, had 50.4 percent 
in terms of popular vote—a major­ 
ity—and yet lost to Harrison in 
the electoral college. 
Woodrow Wilson In WI 6 had 
clear majority In the total popular 
vote—51.7 percent—and yet this 
lead, when translated into elector­ 
al votes, gave him only ll to spare. 
Strong In Mid-West 
When pitted against Roosevelt, 
MacArthur runs his best race in 
the East Central and West Central 
states and In the Rocky Mountain 
states. 
On) of the states in the 
East Central area, Illinois, has al­ 
ready taken the lead in forming 
MaoArthur-for-President clubs, 
The sectional line-up in the sur­ 
vey follows:
